EVENTS OF THE DAY. 

A CARRIAGE-BIDE—M KINLEY s DISTRICT. 

Cayton, O., Oct. 8.—{Speciail.J—Mr. Blaine, 
in company with ex-Congressman William Me- 
Kintey t., drove over to Massjlion this morn- 
img in a close coupé. Massillog is nearly eight 
miles from Canton, and is a great rival of the 
latter place. Both ere fine manufacturing 
towns, with individual population in the neigh- 
borhood of 10,000 people, Both towns are in 
McKinley's district. They are nearly evenly 
divided upon the question ef politics. The dis- 
trict, as it is at present formed, is a very ciose 
one. McKinley, the Republican candidate, is 
bavinga hard fight. Heis a warm personal 
friend of Mr. Blaine, and did much to 
bold steady the Blaine section of the Ohio del- 
egation at the Chieago Convention. It was to 
befriend McKinley personally that Mr. Blaine 
came to Canton last nicht.. The fight in tbis 
district bas been made upon a strictly teriff 
issue. The protection spirit in this section of 
country is so strong that Paige, the Democrat 
who is running against McKinicy, bas been 
compelled te conduct his canvass upen a Re- 
publican basis. He asserts that he is a protec- 
tiemist, and, as be is very rich and is ggending 
his money very freely, he giving 
MeKiniey a clese ven. If Paige was 
running ag a revenue reformer he would be 
buried out of sight. McKinley is gow con- 
fident that he will be elected by from 1,000 to 
1,400 majority. The current impression here is 
that he will be elected by at least 500 majority. 
Tue enthusiastic meeting at Massition this aft- 
ernoon will materially belp McKintey’s chanees. 
His candidacy has muck wore than a local in- 
terest from the fact that if he is elected he 
will be the most fermidable rival Reed of 
Maine will have for the leadership on the Re- 
publican side, and in case the Republicans 
carry the House will be one of the leading can- 
didates for the Speakersbip. 

THE DEMONSTRATION AT MASSILLON. 

The great feature of the parade at Massillon 
this afternoon was the industrial display. The 
workingmen of this busy section all turned 
out today. Great eagines puffing clouds of 
black smoke. glowing forges, and the numerous 
articles of the rich manufacturing region filled 
one of the most important divisions of the 
long parade. The various emblems of the 
workingmen showed that they bad been study- 
ing the tariff question. Each trade division 
bore a banner giving the wages of that 
trade in this country and En- 
giand, and doubtless afforded much 
more eloquent arguments than anything ad- 
vanced by the public speakers who addressed 
the people in the great tent in the fair-grounds 
near Massillon late in the afternoon. The 
morning was bright and warm, but in the aft- 
ernoon a severe shower fell, and then the 
weather changed to cold. The shower did pot 
seem to dampen the ardor of the men in the 
street parades, and they walked through 
mud and mire, many of them drenched, 
dat always keeping up a cheerful war 
ory, as if they were not to be sub’ 
dued by anything so trivial ae a rain. The 
afternoon was raw. The rain ceased about 1. 
The crowd came to the tent upon the fair 
ground. Ten thousand ple were packed in- 
side its white walls. All were as happy as new 
converts at a revival. They exploded 
into yells at the slightest provocation. Upor 
the stand in the centre of the tent were three 
clubs, num m all about sixty singers of 
giee clubs sang campaiga 
songs with @ perfect rapture of enthusiasm. 


They would open their moutha, roll their eves 
out of sight, waving arms and stam 


y sang with such fire and utter 
abendos that the audience fairly flowed with 
patriotic ardor. It was a wonder the canvas 
walls surround so much fire escaped de- 
struction. 


Mr. Blaine was expeeted about 2 o'clock. 
The song-book was exhausted before that period 
was reached, and so Judge Tenney was put on 
the stand as one of the commitieemen to hold 
the fort until Mr. Blaine should arrive. Judge 
Tenney did not try to make a set speech. There 
wes so muob talk from the crowd that be merely 
coateated himself with answering the inquiries 
from the crowd. “ Where is Grover Cleve- 
land?" yelled one man. “I will tell voa,“ said 
Judge ney. “When I left Néw York he 
was still there in the same obscurity where the 


nobody 

„Where is Mariar?’’ shouted another inquir- 
er amid a roar of laughter, but to this Judge 
Tenney would not make avy reply. 

MR. BLAINE'S APPEARANCE. 

Mr. Biaine’s arrival upon the grounds 
was to those in the tent by the 
boowing of guns and martial music. The 
audieoee roared iu chorus that increased to 
an enormous volume when Mr. Blaine, ac- 
companied by Senators Cullom and Hawley, 
appeared upon the stand. Mr. Biaine wore a 
heavy biue overcvat butioned tightly abuut bis 
tall figure. This was in marked contrast to bis 
thin coat and paim-leaf fan of yesterday. He 
advanced with great dignity to the front 
of the stand, where he stood upon 
line ebeve the heads of the shout 
ing crowd looking gravely upoa the 
people as if they alone were the guardians of 
his future. It was a long time before it was 
stin enough for bim to taik, but the first 
note of his clear, strideut voice silenced ail. 
He indulged iu no vieagantries. He carelully 
avoided anything that would detract in the 
slightest degree from the strict business char- 
acter of his address. There was ho attempt at 
an oratorica!l fight. The talk was so plain. so 
Simple, and yet delivered with the weight of 
such earnestness, that the hitherto iuntlammabie, 
impatient eudieace bung upon bis every word 
as it he was one of the prophets o! olden times. 
Wren he nad finished be bowed as gravely as 
when he bad at first advanced. He sat quietly 
during the speeches that followed. He re 
turned te Canton this evening. He wil leave 
bere tomorrow for Columbus, where, from the 
reports, ft ts expected that a reasonably avcur- 
ute gage of the Republican majority in this 
State next Tuesday can be made. 


AT MASSILLON, 
A GARRIAGE-KRIDE FROM CANTON TO MASSIL- 
LON. 


MASSILLON, O., Oct. .- Mr. Blaine, acoom- 
panied by the Hon. William McKinley, and 
followed by a long line of private carriages, 
drove over this morning from Cantos to Mas- 
on, eight miles. The scenery between the 
two places is very beautiful, and, as the weath- 
er was fair, the carriage drive was a refreshing 
relief from raiiroad travel. Nearly all the 
houses and stores along Main street, by which 
Massilion was entered, were beautifully deco 
rated with Blaine and Logan flags and other 
Republican emblems, and more than the wbole 
population of the town seemed to be out to re- 
ceive Mr. Blaine. Upon the program was a 
procession composed of Kepublican clubs and 
manufacturing operatives. 

: THE RECEPTION. 

When at a little after tl o'clock Mr. Blaine 
appeared upon the stand from which he was to 
review the procession, the clubs and other or-

passed near the stand they cheered for Blaine, 
Logan, aud McKinley. Among those on the 
stand with Mr, Blaine were Senator Cullom of 
Illinois, ex-Secretary Wiadom, the Hon. Will 
lam McKinley, and the Hon. A. W. Tensey uf 
New York.

Of the Fifteen Men Working There 
Were Rescued by the Life-Sav- 
ing Crew. 


Fleated Ashore—The Story f 
Their Safferings. . 


The violent storm from the Northeast which 
rose early yesterday morning shattered in 
fragments a frail structure en piles at the new 
inlet-ertb of the Hyde Park Works Tun- 
ne! off the foot of Sixty-eighth street, ia which 
were huddled fifteen men, precipitated them 
into the water, and left but five of the fifteen 
to tell the tale. The names of the lost are:

SAVED BY A MIRACLE. 

The escape of Clausen, the only survivor of 
the three men who drifted shoreward on 
planks when the shanty was ove-tbrown, was 
little short of miraculous. He drifted nearly 
four miles in a tremendows sea, was exposed 
to the full fury of the waves and wind for 
more than three hours, with no support but a 
plank. Add to this that the young fellow is 
but 17 years of age, and reached the shore

About 6 o'clock yesterday morning Robert 
Hawkins, chief engineer at the Hyde Park 
Water-Works, looked at the shanty from the 
shore at Sixty-cighth street with a powerful 
Klass. He found it to be safe and in- 
tact, althougu the waves were rolling periliously 
near the structure. Half an bour later he 
looked again and found the shasty gone, and 
could see a number of the mea clinging to the 
piles. He immedtately telephoned the situa- 
tion to poliee b uartere at Hyde Park. 
From that point w was at once sent to the 
life-saving crew at Chicago. The life-boat was 
launched. and arrived at the crib at 10:45 
o'clock, in time to sare four men—the Chris- 
tianson brothers, Neilsen, and Theles. Glau- 
sen, the other survivor, is a mere lad, end was 
saved by a miracie, floatinmg ashore at South 
Chicago, four miles down wae shore on a plank. 

THE MEN BECOME ALARMED. 

The wind came up strong from the northeast 
about lo e’clock. Before daylight vame the 
waves were rolling heavi one of the 
meu awekening aroused William Hean, one of 
the contractors of the crib, and expressed bis 
alarm at the violence of the wind and sea. 
“Go to sleep, and take another nap.“ replied 
Hean, this shanty can’t be stirred an inch by 
any storm that Lake Miebigan can hateh up.“ 
Whea daylight broke the danger of the situa- 
tion was apparent to all, but the cook pro- 
ceeded to get breakfast and the meal was 
eaten. After breakfast the men gathered on 
the platform and a council was beid. It was 
decided that the boat, Which lay moored to the 
piles, was too small and unmanageable to 
warrant an attempt to land, and ali bands re- 
treated to the shanty for shelter to await the 
arrival of help. The sea rose higher and 
higher, and the wind increased in i 
lence. About 6:30 o'clock a gigantic 
wave struck the structure, rising clear above 
the platform, and in aa instant the shattered 
fragments of the shanty and the fifteen«men 
were tossed like feathers into the ing waves. 
Then ensued a etruggie for life w ean only 
be imagined, not described. The four immense 
piles, with their ehains and heavy 
cross-beams, were still intact and a 
desperate hanse of „ There seems to 
have been much quiet beroism among the men, 
and many abeiping band was given in the 
struggie to gain the timbers. Charies Menski, 
Jacod Clausen, and E. T. Auster were unable 
to reach the spiles, They esch grasped a plank 
and drifted slowly shorewarnd, Clausea alone of 
the three reaching the beach alive. The other 
twelve men succeeded in clambering up on the 
plies. Erasmus @@igstianson, when the wreck 
fell into the water, was caught under the can- 
vas roof and nearly drowned before rescued by 
his brother, who tore the roof asunder by main 
force and pulled him out. 

Un the east side, to the windward, a huge 
brace like the timbers of a roof meeting at 
right angles extended from piie to pile, and 
under it, resting on the top of the piles. lay a 
large timber. On this timber the twelve men 
stood, ciasping with their bands the timber 
above. The waves by this time were running 
high over the timbers, covering the clinging 
men with spray and occasionally rising as high 
as their waists. The wind was cold and strong, 
chilling them te the boue as they stood in their 
wet clothes. 

FOUR MORE SWEPT AWAY. 

About 7:30 o’cloek a tremendous sea washed 
clear over them, rising high above their 
beads. Hean, Corbyn, Ainsworth, Elias- 
son, William Reswoski, apd Otto Res 
woeki were sw away by the mass of 
water. Ainsworth was nevergeen again above 
the water. Heda and Corhyn swam to one of 
the banging chains between the piles and 
dung to it, the water rushing over them at 
neuriy every wave. Eliasson caughta chain 
bunging fromthe gbaft-pipe and managed to 
get bis body partly out of water. The Reswos- 
kis, father and son, succeeded in climbing back 
ta, their original position on the timber. The 
men onthe timber could lend no aid to the 
clinging men on the chains. They had no 
ropes, the men were too far away to reach, and 
it meant destruction to looser their boida upoa 
their own ipsecure support. For a few mo 
ments the men on the chains battied braveiy 
tor life; but the struggte Was fruitiess. One 
by one they let go their holds, their stiffened 
Angers and benumbed limba refus to act 
even with life as the reward, and sa from 
sight before the very eyes and almost within 
the reach of their comrades. 

THE LIF&-SAVING CREW START TO THE RESCUR. 


A telephone communicetion was received at 
the office of the Vessel-Uwners’ Tewimeg Com 
paoy early in the motrutu asking that à tue be 
sent to Hyde Park without delay, asa large 
number of men werein peril on the Water- 
Works Crio.

Just as a huge wave caught him he let 
go his plank and was driven forcibly up onto 
the pier eirht feet above the water, landing on 
the broken rocks with which itis filed, Though 
nearly stunned be clasped an upright timber, 
and though every wave went ovér him he 
collected strength enough to climb the frame- 
work of the elevated sidewalk, fourteen feet 
in bight. Then he waiked ashore, went to the 
furnaee-room of the rolling-milis of the North 


almo-t on the beach, and asked if he might get 
warm. He was stripped and dried and whisky 
given him. When his clothes were dry he put 
them on and es apparently none the 
worte for bis ex ce save a bruised head 
and face and a band slighyjy cut when he was 
thrown on the rocks.

Men patroled the beach in both directions from 
the harbor. By the courtesy of the rolling-mill 
officials the reporter was given a powerful 
marine glass and taken to the of one of the 
stacks.

The only 
trace of the wreck in sicht was a part of the 
aerrick and u large portion of a flooring which 
came ashore soon after daylight.

Knowlton B. Corbyn, Hean’s partner. was 
about the same age, and resided at No. 392 
Chicago avenue. He was married and leaves 
a wite end a daughter aged 19 years. Mrs. 
Corbyn was seen on the train going and com- 
ing from South Chicago during the afternoon. 
She refused when gomg to that her 
husband was drowned, but when seen on her 
return bad evidently givea up hope. was 
much distressed and was weeping bitterly. 

Concerning Peter Eliasson nothing definit 
can be learned. He is thought to bave lived at 
South Chicago, and to have been unmarried. 
He was a Dane. 

Charles Menaki, a G was 42 years of 
age, married, with four children, and lived on 
HEixhty-eigutb street and Buffalo avenue, South 
Chicago.

TILDEN IGNORES CLEVELAND. 

The Democratic managers have finally suc- 
ceeded in extracting from Mr. Tilden a letter 
in response to the compliment paid him in 
the National platform and formally conveyed 
to him through a committee. The compli- 
ment was paid early in July, and it is ac- 
knowledged three months afterwards. It 
will scarcely be pretended that it has taken 
Mr. Tilden, even in his weak and feeble con- 
dition, three months to compose a political 
letter half a column in length. The delay 
must have been due to some other cause, and 
the most reasonable explanation is his well- 
known lack of sympathy with or respect for 
the Democratic candidate for President this 
year. Tilden’s alleyed friendship for Cleve- 
land was used with great effect in the Demo- 
cratic Convention, but it has been apparent 
since the campaign opened that Tuden's 
preferences were grossly misrepresented by 
‘Cleveland’s friends. The old gentleman, so 
far as is known, has refused to lift a finger 
to help Cleveland. The Democrati¢ managers 
haven't succeeded in getting anywhere near 
that “barrel” in Gramercy Park, which 
was to be tapped in case of Cleveland's nom- 
ination. And it is only after three months 
that the Sage has been induced to-vrite a 
letter. This letter, it will be noticed, is 
solely in reply to the resolution referring to 
Tilden, and it does not so much as mention 
the names of the Democratic candidates for 
President and Vice-President. , 

If the campaign managers expect that such 
a letter, pat forth under such conditions, 
will be of aid to Cleveland and Hendricks 
they will probabiy discover their mistake. It 
will only serve to advertise Tilden’s disap- 
proval of the action taken by the Democratic 
Convention, and it amounts to a notification 
to his friends that he is in nowise interested 
in the election of the present Democratic 
ticket, though, of course, he could not say 
that in so many words. 

Aside from the significance of ignoring 
Cleveland, which we have pointed out, the 
letter is a mere reminiscence. This is nat- 
ural. Mr. Tilden lives in the past. The one 
thing he recalls most vividly is that he made 
a vigorous campaign for the Presidency on 
the issue of administrative reform, and, in 
his present childish humor, be fancies that 
the Democratic party should conduet every 
Presidential campaign upon the same basis. 
Mr. Tilden is not in a condition to appre 
ciate the different state of things between 
the campaign this year and in 1876. When 
he ran for President there was a loud popu- 
lar demand fer administrative reform, which 
grew out of the whisky-ring robberies and 
the abuses of Grant's second Administration. 
Both parties promised to reform those abuses, 
and Hayes’ Administration did so. Some of 
those who are now active and influential 
Democratic leaders were arrested, 
found guilty, fined, and put in il 
or the penitentiary for their share 
in the frauds and robberies that had 
been committed, and the whisky ring was 
erushed out.

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NOT A ONE-CROP ROAD. 

The financial littérateur who composes the 
Wall street article for Monday’s issue of the 
New York Sun falls foul of the Northern 
Pacific in his latest screed. He calls it “a 
one-crop road,” and predicts an immense de- 
crease in earuings in the near future, for the 
reason, among others, that it is about to 
enter a season of snow-blockades.” This ar- 
ticle, Ifke a great many others that are writ- 
ten in New York about the West, is full of 
misinformation. One of the chief troubles 
in the railroad world today is that so many 
of the great railroads of the West are man- 
aged by New Yorkers who know nothing 
about the country, and have imbibed their 
ideas from such sources as Rigolo. 

Instead of being a onecrop road the 
Northern Pacific is an all-crops-but-one road. 
It raises the best of spring wheat in profu- 
sion, as every one knows. Its oats, rye, 
buckwheat, and barley are unexcelled. Flax 
gtuws to admiration. The plains of Minne- 
sota and Dakota, the valleys of Montana and 
its nilltops and those of Oregon are covered 
with a rich and succulent grass which has 
been the delight of the buffalo for countless 
ages. Every kind of vegetable belonging to 
the temperate zone ts produced along the 
entire length of the road from the lakes to 
the Pacific, and of a quality and abundance 
which Easteri people like Rigolo have never 
seen equaled. Fine gardens are kept on the 
very tops of the buttes in the Bad Lands.” 
The onecrop which the Northern Pacific does 
not raise is Indian corn, and even of that 
there is a variety which will mature early 
enough to supply a large part of the domestic 
demand. 

At beth ends the Northern Pacific connects 
with magnificent areas of the best timber, of 
which there is also a very fine patch midway 
around Lake Pend d’Oreille, and this fur- 
nishes lumber which it has to distribute to 
the treeless country. From one end of the 
line to the other there are deposits of coal, 
which, tho not as good as the anthracite or 
bituminous of the East, is a serviceable fuel. 
The copper mines in the vicinity of Butte 
are the marvel of the world, and can under 
sell the famous Calumet and Hecla Mines. 
The cattle shipments of the Northern Pacific 
are increasing at a rate which makes its 
business bear very little resemblance te that 
of “‘a one-crop roed.” The meat product 
of the Northern Pacihe is developing won- 
derfully, and ia as yet in ita Infancy. West- 
ern Oregon can grow hops for the brewers of 
a continent, and has timber waiting for the 
ax out ot which the merchant fleets of a 
world could be constructed. Its coal is so 
good that the Central Pacific of California 
buys the principal part of its supplies there. 


There is a good deal more than one crop 
along the Nother Paeific. 

There is the crop. Rigolo forgot that. 
The Northern Pacifie has the only route 
across the continent which in the days be- 
fore the invasion of the white man was ten- 
anted all the way Dy Indians and game. 
That tells the story of its habitability better 
than any array of statistics. No one who 
has not traversed the plains and valleys of 
the Northern Pueific has the least idea of the 
stimulating quality of the salubrious atmos- 
phere, the fertility of the soil, the wealth of 
mine and forest which all the way encourage 
and repay the energy of the colonist. A coun- 
try that raises all crops but one will not want 
for population, and a region which, like Min- 
nesota and Dakota, gives more sunlight in 
the year than any other in the country will 
charge that population with a vitality full 
enough to raise more crops than Rigolo 
knows the names of. The period of snow- 
blockadts,” of) which Rigolo speaks, has 
practically no existence on the Northern Pa- 
cific. The climate grows warmer as the 
road goes west, Every hundred miles west 
| of St. Paul is equal to fifty miles south. The 
road crosses the mountains at levels so low 
that snow-storms like those which blockade 
the other roads are unknown. The proof of 
this is that there are no snow-sheds on the 
line.

Before 1860 book paper was 14 to 16 cents and

paper is seven to eight cents per pound and news 
paper five to six cents; and these goods are bet- 
ter now thanthen. Paper for a year past has 
been so low that ouly the best plants could bold 
their own, and rags have sometimes been fo 
low that it was cheaper to burn them than 
to collect. This condition of affairs bas made 
the pubhestion of 60 many penny. newspapers 
possible. If, as seems likely, the embargy is 
continued another year, it is evident that rags 
must advance 275 and 4 100 per cent.

A FINE GATHERING. 
REPRESENTATIVE GERMAN REPUBLICANS TURN 
OUT IN FORCE. 


The claim of the Democrats that the German 
Republicans of Chicago had deserted the party 
and would vote for Cieveland was shown to be 


false last night, when fully 2,500 of them gath- 


ered in the North Side Turner-Hall to show 
their loyalty to Blaine. The meeting there last 
week in the interest of Cleveland, which was 
managed by Germans who have always been 
Democrats, was attended mainly by meu who 
have always voted the Democratic ticket, 
though the cail sought to convey the impres- 
sion that they were formerly Repub- 
licans.Q The audience, notwithstanding the 
great efforts made to get a crowd, 
numbered less than 400, not more than 
a third of the chairs on the main floor being 
occupied, while last night not one was vacant, 
the gallery was crowdei, and fully 200 Ger 
mans were obliged to stand up. And they were 
all very enthusiastic, applauding the names of 
Blaine and Logan whenever they were men- 
tioned. A long list of Vice-Presideats of ac- 
knowiledged standing was read. 

The meeting was ca:ied to order by Mr. 
Gustav Wagenfuebr, the well-known Repubiic- 
an of the Sixteenth Ward, who was made 
Chairman. Dr. Starkloff, candidate for Lieu- 
tenant-Governor of Missouri and head of the 
Turner organization, was the first speaker. 


THE SPEECHES. 
DR. STARKLOFPF. 

Dr. Starkiof made a telling speech, which 
was frequently interrupted by applause. He 
spokeof what the Republican party had done 
as evidence that it could be safely trusted four 
years more with the control of the Govern- 
ment. The personal liberty of every one 
was at stake in the contest. He showed 
that local option prevailed in many communities 


which were Democratic, and that prohibition 
Was not a political question. Cleveland, he 
said, was not a fit man to be President, lackmg 
ability and experience iu National affairs, whiie 
Blaine thoroughly understood the needs of the 
country, and would fill the chair with honor 
and credit, [{Cheers.| 
CAPT. BODE. 

Capt. Bode of Cincinnati said it * be a 
useless task to makea raven white or to con- 
vert a Democrat. He would give his honest 
opinion ot Schurz, who was always seeking 
lucre. Schurz claimed that Blaine was dishon- 
est, but it was his (Schurz) business to make 
stump speeches for money, sorving this man 
and that one, whichever paid best. They had 
for years been proud of bim, and followed bis 
lead because they thought he was honest. 
They remember that in 1876 Grant 
would not countenance him any longer, 
ana Grant's triends did the same, 
and be was determined to punish them and the 
Republican party. Hayes, bowever, offered 
him the position of Sec: etary of the Interior to 
keep him out of the ranks of the Democrats, 
and he was the only Secretary of Haycs’ who 
was not worthy of the trust placed in him. 
Without the sanction of Congress Schurz man- 
aged to save to the railroads their land grants. 
When be thought he could, in 1880, make some- 
thing out of Garfieid’s Administration be gave 
a truthful representation ol the shortcomings 
of the Democratic party. How would it 
do for bim to repeat his statements today? 
Look at his motives. He could expect any- 
thing from Blaine but contempt. Schurz liked 
to be at the publiccrib. Republhecans wouldn't 
permit him to go there; hence he was now agi- 
tating for “Cleveland and reform.” The 
speaker then spoke of the German character- 
istic trait uf chastity, and showed what little 
hopes Cleveland could base on their support. 

Capt. Bode also discussed Mr. Schurz's incon- 
sistencies on the tariff and civil-service reform. 
It was a vain attempt, be said, for Mr. Schurz 
to represent to the Germans that the election 
of Mr. Blaine would be a great calamity, 
whereas, on the contrary, it would lead the 
country to an era of splendor and prosperity, 
induce the Germans to vote for an insignificant 
man like Cleveland for no other purpose than 
to help Mr. Schurz to getajob. Mr. Schurz 
had but a sorry opinion of the Germans if he 
imagined they would torget the highest in- 
terests of the country over a pot of beer. 

EUGENE SEEGER. 

Eugene Seeger of Denver fuilowed. He said 
the previous speaker had discussed the polit- 
ical questions so thoroughly that there re- 
mained little for himtosay, They would not 
be in doubt on which side to place themselves 
in this campaign when they realized the situa- 
tion. Would they crawl into the narrow, damp 
quarters of the Democracy, or go with the party 
which was endeavoring to further the best in- 
terests of the nation? Carl Schurz never gave 
advice but for his own interests. Notwith- 
standing the efforts of the Demoorats to bring 
about a chenge the 4th of November, the Re- 
publicans would still manage public affairs aft- 
er that time. [Applause.] 

The Chairman announced that Mr. Brucker 
of Milwaukee, who is now in Ohio, will speak 
in Chicago within two weeks.

THE PARADE. 
NORTH AND WEST SIDE CLUBS TURN OUT IN 
FORCE. 

There was music in the air of the North Side 
last night from early till late and the enthu- 
siasm of the Republican voters ran high. The 
streets were filled with uniformed men, and 
the bright light of their lanterns shone far and 
near. The North Side clubs were the most 
numerous, but there were representations 
from several of the .

THE LUMBER TRADE. 


Sharp Cuts aud a Demoralized Market 
Reported from Minneapolis. 
MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Oct. 8.—[Special.]}—The 
lumber market is dulier than it bas been for 
several weeks past, and there is a decided fall- 
ing off in shipments both from St. Paul and 
Minneapolis. The shipments from Minneapo- 
lis during the last week have been 436 cars, and 
from St. Paul 146. Receipts have been heavier 
in both cities. Reports are received of sharp 
cuts and a renewel of the demoralization com- 
plained of a few weeks ago. This can be 
traced to the sharp competition on the cut 
rates in the Southwestern market, where the 
Chicage dealers have been able to cut off 
some of the trade heretofore held by North west- 
ern lumbermen, The demoralization at Saai- 
naw bas played ite part in this condition of the 
market, and the market is more demoralized 
than it bas been for some time. A number of 
firms bave withdrawn aitogether, and profess 
a confidence that there will be a firmer feeling 
astoon as the milis shut down, which will 
probably be within the next month. There is 
some improvement in trade along the Manitoba 
and Milwaukee Western Lines, but it is slow 
and not what was expected earlier in the sea- 
son. The list is unchanged, but the prices are 
nominal. Common has been sold as low as 
$9.50. The upper grades continue to be held 
pretty stiff. It is ex that the Minne- 
apolis mills will shut down about the 20th.

Grouping the Precincts to Make Fraud 


Easy and Prevention Difficult— 
A Few Instances. 


Voters Who Do Not Propose to Be Disfran-

MORE ILLUSTRATIONS. , 
HOW THE PRECINCTS WERE LAID OUT TO HELP 
THE REPEATERS. 

The more one examines the way io which the 
polling-places for the coming election have been 
located by the Committee on Public Service of 
the County Board and the Democratic major 
ity in that body the more evidences one finds 
of au almost infernal ingenuity in so placing 
them that the greatest possible aid may be 
given to repeaters, if any desire to try their 
bands at the coming election. Of course, the 
Democrats on the County Board are men who 
know nothing of the arts by which their party 
bas 60 often carried this city and proposes to 
do it again. It is probable, therefore, that 
they simply adopted the list made out for them 
by the Democratic County Central Committee, 
not understanding what object that organiza- 
tion had in making such a peculiar arrange- 
ment as it bad. 

Some of the ways in which the polls have 
been fixed up so as to discourage Republican 
voters y forcing them to go to one end of the 
precinct to vote haye already been given. Now, 
here is one which illustrates the way in which 
the repeaters are helped on in their work, and 
are saved the troubie of walking their legs off, 
or the Democracy saved the expense of biring 
wagons to take them around. Here ie a dia- 
gram of three precincts of the Seventh Ward, 
ead oy lo. ation of the polling-places in each.

Who can deny that the man who got up this 
arrangement bad a beart full of the milk of 
human kindness—for the repeater? See what 
care has been taken for the accommodation of 
these poor overworked Democrats. A bateh 
of twenty-five set out at dawn at the poli at 
No. 646 Morgan, which is less than a block 
south of Fourteenth. They cast their Demo- 
cratic ballots there and have less than a block 
to walk to reach the next place, where they 
again do the level thing by the party that bires 
them. Then a stroll of a block north anda 
biock east brings them to the Fifth District 
voting-place, where they chuck in their twenty- 
five solid votes for the party of “reform.” 
Then they walk back a little over two biocks 
to the point oft beginuing and ewing around 
the circle again with gratifying results 
for the cause of the reform Democracy.

did not live and consequently could not serve. 
The members were particularly requested to 
look into and report in these instances 
Saturdays meeting in consequence promises to 
bring out some interesting facts in relation to 
the action of the Committee on Public Service, 
as the committeemen are righteously indignant 
at the manner in which the Republicans were 
treated against all precedent, as well as every 
principle of political equity. 

In some quarters the appointment of Demo- 
cratic judges will swell the Democratic vote

CoLumaus, 0., Oct. 6. —({8pecial Correspond- 
ence.}—I have not had time since last Wednes- 
day until now to write a line. My time has 
been mostly spent on trains, or else I have 
been penned up in titanic crowds of bumanity 
at Cincinnati, Hamilton, Chillicothe, Colum- 
bus, and Bellaire. Ohio bas gone stark, star- 
ing mad over this election. The presence of 
Blaine has been a political intoxicart in the 
Buckeye State.

Grant after his return from tne trip around the 
world were tame when compared with the 
mighty musterings of the people that have 
hailed the Plumed Knight on this fateful bat- 
tleground.

Some one has called attention to the chattel- 
mortgage Outrage practiced by money-ioaning 
sharks on needy people, mostly women. The 
Citizens’ Association has given attention to the 
sudject, and, the remedy being plain, win 
easily correct the evil. A more flagrant out- 
rage is that which we see on the public streets 
every day. It is the spectacie of shame where 
girls and women are made the target of beast- 
ly eyes of creatures whom twere gross flattery 
to call men. The police should give their at- 
tention to this matte: and correct this grave 
evil. One case coming to me professionally 
may serve to illus rate the subject. A hand- 
some girl of perhaps 18, modest and decent, con-

She told 
me her story with tears, and asked what she 
could do. What advice I gave her I need not 
say, except to suggest that a certain man will 
come to speedy grief if be repeats his conduct. 
But a saunter on the sunny side of the street 
any bright day will verify what my observation 
hus taught me—that it must be a trying ordea! 
for a sensitive, refined, beautiful woman to walk 
the streets of Chicago with uncovered face. On 
every hand she encounters a battery of mas- 
culine eyes, belonging not to gentiemen, 
but to beasts in human form, who glare 
and gioat upon ber fair features with the lust 
and passion of demons. They come towards 
ber, flowing by in a steady procession, their 
gaze riveted upon ber face—men whose beastly 
regard is written pilainiy and coarsely upon 
their brutal faces.

A Serious Complication Arises Con- 
cernipg City Finances. 

MILWAUKEE,” Wis., Oct. 8&.—[Special.J—A 
serious complies don concerning the financial 
affairs of the @ity bas arisen, which is likely to 
lead to much trouble. The new law provides 
that the maximum sum to be levied for all city 
purposes, exclusive of the support of the pub- 
lic schools, shall not exceed fourteen milis on 
the dollar of the total valuation. Last year 
this law was interpreted by the city officials as 
meaning that, while the total taxation could 
not exceed the fourteen mills limitation in the 
whole city, yet the limit could be overetepped 
in one ward provided there was a 
corresponding decrease in anotber ward. 
Mayor Wallber and City-Coutroller Cuehn are 
of the opinion that this construction of the law 
was erroneous. They hold that the law was en- 
acted for the benefit of taxpayers and that no 
taxpayer can legally be taxed more than four- 
teen mills on each dollar of his taxabie propor- 
ty. But under the interpretation of last yeara 
taxpayer in one ward can be taxed as high as 
twenty-five mills on the dollar so long as a tax- 
payer in another ward is only taxed thres 
miils. Unless the Mayor shall change his opin- 
jon the tax-levy this year will be greatly com- 
plicated and delayed.

PAUL, Minn., Oct., 8.—[Special.}—-The report 
of the State 8 Agent of the Department of 
Agriculture fo tober has been completed, and 
is as follows: The reports of 240 regular and 
eighty-six transient correspondents, representing 
every locality in the State, give the averages for 
the wheat, oats, and barley crops of the several 
coungies. The acreages are the same as were re- 
ported earlier in the season, and were obtained 
from intelligent farmers in the several localities, 
who arrived at their conciusions by comparisons 
with the acreage of 1983, the estimates originally 
being based on the reports of the census of 1880. 
it is hardly likely that the acreages are beyond the 
truth, and common report indicates that the aver- 
ages are not exaggerated. The wheat average is 


1.32 bushels less than that ‘given for 1877. The rye 
return is not given in tabular form for the reason 
that the acreage is small and the crop unimportant in 
the State. Later reporte bave been received 
claiming for Clay County fifteen bushels of wheat 
to the acre, Jackson twenty bushels, Kittsen twen- 
ty-three bushels, Meeker seventeen busnels, Pope 
fifieen bushels, Swift @fteen bushels, Waseca 
eighteen busheis, Watonwen twenty basbels, Wino- 
pa twenty bushels, Wright seventeen bushels. 
The incorporation of these would, make no mate- 
rial difference im the general results of 
the State at ilarge. In a reca pit 
ulation the averages are given as foliows:

THE STRIKE RECORD. 

The whole number of strikes for ‘the four 
months beginnmg Nov. 1, 1883, and ending 
Feb. 28, 1884, was ninety-cight. The number 
of employés engaged in them was 53,000. The 
Strikes against a reduction were 50; for an in- 
crease of wages, 7; to establish a scale, 3; 
against non-union men, 5; for less hours, 3: 
for back wages, 3; against signing contracts, 2;

and miscellaneous 24. Of the results 13 were 
successful, 15 were failures, 5 were compro- 
mised, and 65 were not recorded. It was 
recommended that during the next year print- 
ed bianks be furnished the officers of the fed- 
eration and that as of statistical reports 
relative to strikes gathered in this manner 
to be tabulated, thus forming a valuable record 
for future reference. The éight-hour question 
was one deserving the full and careful atten- 
tion of the convention.

THE COURTS. 


The Heman R. Chapman Case. 

An application was made yesterday before Judge 
Blodgett in the case of the United States Express 
Company against Heman B. Chapman, their de- 
faulting employé, to quash the writ of capias under 
which Chapman is now confined in jail. in 1878 
Chapman embezzied $14,000 while agent of the com- 
pany at La Salle, but on indictment and trial was 
acquitted. He was, however, subsequently con- 
victed of perjury in this very case in which be had 
been acquitted and was sent to State's prison for 
seven years. The company sued him for the 814. 
000 and recovered judgment, and as soon as he got 
out of jail arrrested him on a ca. sa. 

On the motion to quash it was 
contended that the affidavit on which 
the ca. 8a. was issued was defective because 
it did not show any proper demand had been made 
on Chapman to turn over bis property to satisfy 
the judgment, and because it failed to show any 
execution had been issued except the special one 
under the attachment. The company claimed no 
demand was necessary nor any execution because 
the action was one in trust. The company's at- 
torney, tt appeared, had asked leave to change the 
form of action from assumsit to trover, but had
